Vera Cruz in Former Days. Vera Croz 
is the great commercial portof Mexico. In 
former days, under the Spanish crown, it- 
lt appears that the ex- 

ports from Vera Cruzin the year 1317, amounts 
ed toa total of $46,774.210, of which $21.- 
774,540 were by individuals, and $25,000,000 
by the government authorities, and the coinage 
for the same year amounted to the enormous 
sum of $29,000,000. 

The same year there were on the road be- 
tween Mexico and Vera Cruz, the vast number 
of fifty-four thousand mules engaged in the 
transport of different products of the country, 
of which specie formed the principle item. ‘To 
Havana alone twenty-seven thousand barrels 
of Mexican ground flour found its way, and 
was there used in preference to that received 
from the mother country, and it appears that, 
had wot the course of trade been changed by 
the troubles of the two naiions, that Cuba, to 
within the last two years. would have drawa 
her main supply of breadstuils from Vera 
Cruz. 

‘The imports of 1810 amounted to the valua 
‘of $20,420,506, and the exports to $28,277,- 
533. This trade, excla-ive of government ves- 
sels, was carried on in the arrivals of two hun- 
dred and one square rigged craft, and in the 
clearances of two hundred and twenty-nine of 
the same. ;

CENTRE DISTRICT GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 
The School Committee of this town, to whoin 


wus presented the petition of Mr. Daniel French 
and others requesting the removal of Mr. J. W. 
Greene, the present teacher of the Grammar School 
in the Centre District, have attended to the subject 
and respectfully Report : 

That havivg considered the reasons assigned by 
the petitioners for the removal of Mr. Greene, and 
having nmpartially examined the nature and grounds 
of their: complaints, they have decided unanimously 
thatthe request of said petitioners should not be 
granted. 

The Committee teephy regret the spirit of disaf- 
fection which has manijested uself inthe District, 
and which ciiginated this petition ; believing that 
the evil effects of it upon the interests of the school 
and upon the minds of the children, caunot be-ea- 
sily nor soon removed. 

The following facts which have appeared inthe 
ipVestigatien of this sufject, a majority of the GCom- 
mittee have felt it to be their duty te present. 

I. These complaints (as is usual in such cases) 
come from these who are least acquainted with 
the interior regulations of the school. None of the 
petitioners have ever visited the school to see for 
themselves the practical working of the system 
which they condemm, or to observe the manage- 
ment with which they are dissatisfied. 

2. The grounds ef these complaints are derived 
from ex parte statements coming from children who 
have attended the school, The statemeuts of these 
children are the basis of most, if not all of the ob- 
jections which have been urged against Mr.Greene’s 
management of the school, and also of those reports 
which have been circulated in the district respect- 
ing scholars being turned out of school because 
they were poorly The Committee have ob- 
tuwed satisfactory evidence that these reports are 
incorrect. 

3. The Committee find that those children, con- 
cerning Whom complaint is made that they do not 
learn anything, have attended school, some of them 
but a small part-of the year ; others have been ir- 
regular in their attendance; and, if others have at- 
tended constantly, there have been causes opera- 


clad. 


ting oul of school to retard their progress while in 
school. But u is not true of this school, generally 
speaking, that there is vo progress in learning. 
The Committee are happy to bear testiniony, as the 
result of their visits and examinations, to the dili- 
gence and faithful exertions of the teacher, and to 
the general progress of the school invalaatble learn- 
ing, us wellas m-omany other things that-are excel- 
lent and praiseworthy. 

The Committee therefore believe it to be their 
duty, a duty which they owe to the inhabitants of 
the District and to Mr. Greene, to sustain him in 
that station in which the District has placed hin.
